To  the:  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cuckfiekl  Urban  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  of  18.03  again  showed  an  increase  on  that  of  the 
previous  year  and  reference  to  past  reports  indicated  that  the  figure  for  1965 
was  the  highest  for  nearly  twenty  years.  The  number  of  births  exceeded  deaths 
for  the  second  year  in  succession;  a natural  increase  in  population  of  88  being 
recorded  for  the  year.  Due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  post 
neonatal  period  the  infant  mortality  rate  rose  steeply  to  20.99  (a  figure  approxi- 
mating the  national  average)  but  the  reduced  incidence  of  still  births  combined 
with  a static  early  neonatal  mortality  rate  led  to  a lowering  of  the  perinatal 
mortality  rate  to  15.58  (26.87  in  1964).  Expressed  as  a percentage  of  total 
live  births  the  illegitimacy  rate  was  6.04.  There  were  no  still  births  in  this 
group  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  also  nil.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH, 

TETANUS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS 

The  apparent  decrease  in  the  number  of  immunisations  in  children  resident 
in  the  Mid-Sussex  area  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  is  due  to  the  decision 
by  the  County  Health  Department  to  transfer  the  primary  immunisation  of 
infants  from  the  special  immunisation  clinics  attended  by  your  Medical  Officer, 
to  the  infant  welfare  clinics.  As  a result  of  these  changes,  the  following  tabu- 
lated figures  mainly  represent  Booster  injections  given  by  your  Medical  Officer 
to  children  in  the  age  group  18-21  months  at  the  special  immunisation  clinics 
together  with  those  carried  out  in  older  children  at  routine  visits  to  the  schools.

With  the  limited  information  available  it  is  not  possible  to  calculate  the 
immunisation  rate  for  Mid-Sussex  or  any  of  its  constituent  districts,  but  one 
can  confidently  assume  that  the  level  of  immunisation  in  Mid-Sussex  is  at  least 
as  high  as  in  the  County  as  a whole.  The  statistics  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  1964  based  on  children  born  in  1963,  vaccinated  at  any  time,  and 
taken  as  a percentage  of  live  births  for  that  year,  showed  that  the  immunisation 
rate  in  East  Sussex  was  not  only  higher  than  the  previous  year,  but  much  higher 
than  the  national  percentage.

INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION  AGAINST 
SMALLPOX  AND  CHOLERA 

During  the  year  1,554  certificates  were  authenticated  by  the  Health 
Department. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Four  hundred  and  seventy  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  and,  of  the  total  notifications  received,  420  were  attributed  to  measles 
and  7 to  scarlet  fever.  There  were  38  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  in  women 
admitted  to  Cucklield  Hospital  for  confinement  from  the  whole  of  the  Mid- 
Sussex  area  and  beyond,  but,  of  these,  only  9 were  actually  resident  within  the 
Urban  District.  There  was  one  case  of  food  poisoning. 

Scarlet  Fever 

A family  doctor  informed  me  that  three  children  in  a family  in  the  Rural 
district  were  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  and  that  their  father,  who  is  employed 
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in  a food  factory  in  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District,  had  been  asked  to  stay  away 
from  work  pending  the  result  of  a throat  swab.  The  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  (C.U.D.C.)  visited  the  factory  concerned  and  confirmed  with  the 
management  the  need  for  the  foregoing  arrangement.  In  due  course  the 
presence  of  haemolytic  streptococci  was  reported  by  the  laboratory  and  treat- 
ment with  oral  penicillin  arranged.  On  completion  of  a five-day  course  the 
contact  was  allowed  to  resume  employment. 

Outbreak  of  Sore  Throat  in  a Preparatory  Boarding  School  in  Mid-Sussex 

In  view  of  the  number  of  pupils  involved  and  the  risks  associated  with  a 
possible  haemolytic  streptococcal  infection  in  this  age  group  (a  potentially 
nephrotoxic  strain — type  12 — having  been  isolated  in  East  Sussex  several 
times  during  the  preceding  twelve  months),  a course  of  prophylactic  oral 
penicillin  V was  arranged  for  the  whole  school  including  the  staff.  Throat 
swabs  taken  from  two  cases  immediately  prior  to  antibiotic  therapy  revealed 
a copious  growth  of  haemolytic  streptococci — one  in  almost  pure  culture. 
The  action  which  had  been  taken  proved  to  be  justified  when,  in  due  course, 
the  results  of  typing  indicated  that  the  streptococci  grown  from  three  out  of 
four  positive  swabs  belonged  to  type  12. 

In  the  meantime  the  outbreak  appeared  to  have  been  controlled  with  oral 
penicillin  and  no  further  cases  occurred  before  the  school  disbanded  for  the 
Easter  recess. 

Sonne  Dysentery 

Several  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  the  families  of  two  farm 
workers  in  the  central  area  of  the  Rural  district.  As  a precautionary  measure 
it  was  considered  advisable  to  arrange  for  a disinfectant  hand  rinse  in  the  wash- 
rooms of  the  primary  school  in  the  Urban  district  attended  by  two  of  the  chil- 
dren. No  further  cases  were  reported  in  other  children  attending  the  school. 

A Case  of  Paratyphoid  in  the  Mid-Sussex  area 

The  patient,  a boy  of  14  years,  developed  abdominal  discomfort  and  pyrexia 
within  a few  days  of  returning  from  a three  weeks’  holiday  in  the  Mediterranean 
area.  A provisional  diagnosis  of  paratyphoid  was  made  by  the  family  doctor 
and  admission  to  Foredown  Hospital  was  arranged,  where  the  diagnosis  was 
later  confirmed. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  frequency  of  this  disease  in  persons  travelling 
abroad  the  administration  of  T.A.B.,  which  can  now  be  given  intradermally 
with  little  general  reaction,  would  appear  to  be  a sensible  precaution  in  those 
persons  who  travel  regularly  to  the  Continent  from  this  country. 

Food  Poisoning  (Salmonella  heidelberg) 

The  patient,  a child  of  nine  months,  was  taken  ill  with  diarrhoea  on  the 
10th  September.  The  child  did  not  recover  as  quickly  as  anticipated  and  on  the 
21st  September  a stool  specimen  was  submitted  to  the  laboratory  by  the  family 
doctor.  The  isolation  of  an  organism  of  the  salmonella  group  on  the  23rd 
September  brought  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department,  by  which 
time  it  was  too  late  to  carry  out  an  effective  investigation  into  the  origin  of  the 
infection. 

Specimens  were  taken  from  the  whole  family  and  in  due  course  the  organism 
was  isolated  from  the  patient’s  eight-year-old  brother  who,  although  symptom- 
less, may  have  been  the  source  of  the  infection.  The  remaining  members  of 
the  family  were  negative. 
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ISOLATION  OF  BRUCELLA  ABORTUS  FROM  UNTREATED  MILK 

During  the  late  summer  Brucella  abortus  type  2 was  isolated  from  a sample 
of  untreated  farm-bottled  milk  which,  although  obtained  from  a vending 
machine  in  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District,  had  been  produced  and  bottled  at  a 
farm  in  a neighbouring  Rural  District.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
District  concerned  was  informed.  In  due  course  he  reported  that  following  a 
veterinary  examination  the  offending  cows  had  been  removed  from  the  herd 
and  that  as  a result  of  this  measure  the  next  sample  would  probably  be  satis- 
factory. The  isolation  of  Brucella  abortus  from  two  further  samples  of  milk 
taken  in  the  Urban  District  proved,  however,  that  this  optimism  was  unjustified 
and  in  November  an  Order* *  banning  the  sale  of  milk  from  the  offending  herd, 
unless  suitably  treated,  was  put  into  effect  by  the  M.O.H.  concerned. 

Temporary  arrangements  for  an  alternative  source  of  supply  were  made  by 
the  farmer  concerned  and  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  monthly  samples  have 
proved  negative  since  December,  1965. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (Cancer  Prevention  Clinics) 

In  October  regular  clinics  were  established  for  the  early  detection  and 
prevention  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb.  Examination  of  the  breast  is 
also  carried  out  at  these  clinics.  Further  particulars  relating  to  the  clinics  will 
be  found  on  page  15. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  reported  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  2,512 
applications  had  been  received;  47  sessions  held  and  882  women  examined  at 
7 County  Clinics.  At  the  31st  December,  4 smears  had  been  reported  as  sus- 
picious of  cancer.  Other  abnormalities  found  were  193  involving  the  cervix 
and  vagina,  and  12  of  the  breast. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is 
privately  owned.  Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  at  the  beginning  of  the  season 
and  is  changed  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer  months.  The  water  at 
the  pool  is  treated  by  pressure  filters,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  three  private  schools,  a secondary 
modern  school  and  a county  primary  school  with  open-air  swimming  pools  in 
their  grounds.  All  were  supervised  throughout  the  bathing  season. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Mid- 
Sussex  Water  Company.  This  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Monthly  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  and  all  were 
reported  as  being  satisfactory. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
raw  water.  The  water  was  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct  to 
the  house.

* “ Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  Section  20 — In  the  absence  of  human  infection  directly 

attributable  to  a particular  source  of  supply  the  Ministry's  Advisers  do  not  recommend  the  implemen- 
tation of  an  Order  under  Section  20  until  at  least  two  consecutive  positive  cultures  have  been  ob- 
tained.” 
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UNSATISFACTORY  WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
reported  that  a water  sample  taken  by  the  Health  Department  in  the  Mid- 
Sussex  area  was  below  standard.  The  Water  Company  was  informed  and, 
from  then  on,  the  matter  was  primarily  an  engineering  problem.  Close  liaison 
was  maintained  between  the  Water  Company  and  the  Health  Department 
throughout  the  ensuing  investigations  and  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
(Cuckfield  R.D.C.)  and  his  staff  made  many  inspections  in  the  area  in  order  to 
eliminate  possible  sources  of  pollution.  At  one  stage  it  was  necessary  to  advise 
a comparatively  small  number  of  householders  to  boil  their  water,  but  this 
restriction  was  soon  relaxed. 

Although  every  care  is  taken  by  the  Water  Companies  to  ensure  that  a 
high  quality  product  leaves  the  processing  plants,  unexpected  hazards  can  arise 
from  time  to  time  en  route  to  the  consumer. 

The  foregoing  incident,  though  rare,  more  than  justifies  the  continuing 
vigilance  of  those  oflficers  (whether  employed  by  a Water  Company  or  by  the 
Local  Authority)  who  are  responsible  for  the  somewhat  boring  job  of  routine 
sampling  in  the  service  area. 


HOUSING 


Mr.  C.  A.  C.  Ford,  Housing  Manager,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
report  on  the  Council’s  housing  activities  f^or  the  year. 

PROPERTIES  FOR  LETTING 
Applications  for  Accommodation 

The  year  under  review  shows  no  abatement  in  the  demand  for  rented 
accommodation  and  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  has  increased 
substantially  as  a result.  Other  factors,  too,  principally  the  scarcity  of  suitable 
building  land,  have  delayed  the  Council’s  housing  programme,  which  has 
resulted  in  fewer  applicants  being  considered  than  in  previous  years. 

One  hundred  and  forty  new  applications  were  registered  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  total  outstanding  at  the  31st  December,  1965,  to  330,  an  increase 
of  66  over  the  previous  year. 

Properties  under  Control  or  in  Course  of  Construction 

During  the  year  a further  thirty-two  dwellings  were  completed  for  occupa- 
tion, bringing  the  total  number  under  control  to  1,076. 

These  new  dwellings  were  erected  in  Haywards  Heath  and  Lindfield  in 
the  following  areas: —

The  sites  on  which  this  accommodation  was  built  was  acquired  chiefly 
from  garden  space  in  existing  Council  houses  built  before  the  war  when  gardens 
were  more  generously  provided  than  to-day. 

This  policy  of  infilling  was  started  the  previous  year  and  has  resulted  in  no 
less  than  52  extra  dwellings  being  erected  on  the  housing  estates  and  the  Council 
is  grateful  for  the  co-operation  of  a number  of  tenants  who  surrendered  garden 
land  which  enabled  a certain  amount  of  lower-cost  building  as  no  land  purchase 
was  involved. 
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Furthermore,  since  the  accommodation  was  mostly  smaller  one  and  two 
bedroomed  units,  by  a system  of  transfer  of  tenants  a number  of  existing  houses 
where  under-occupation  existed  was  dealt  with,  and  the  larger  dwellings  used 
again  for  young  families  registered  on  the  waiting  list. 

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report,  fifty-four  dwellings  were  in  course 
of  construction  in  Lindfield  forming  an  extension  of  Newton  Road  and  Eastern 
Road.  These  dwellings  include  four  two-bedroomed  flats,  two  of  which  are 
again  being  designed  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  disabled  persons,  eight 
one-bedroomed  flats  and  the  remainder  being  two  and  three  bedroomed  houses. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  were  asked  by  the  Ministry  to  give  considera- 
tion to  building  further  houses  by  industrial  methods  and  a visit  was  made  to 
Sheflield  to  view  houses  which  had  been  built  under  the  Government’s  sponsor- 
ship. Approval  was  received  for  the  building  of  102  two  and  three  bedroomed 
dwellings  at  Hanbury  Lane,  Haywards  Heath,  on  a site  previously  used  for 
allotments  and  prefabricated  bungalows  and  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  this 
report  loan  consent  for  the  selected  tender  was  awaited. 


PROPERTIES  FOR  SALE 

Included  in  the  scheme  of  dwellings  for  letting  being  built  at  Lindfield 
and  now  under  construction  are  six  houses  being  built  expressly  for  sale.  This 
is  the  first  scheme  of  houses  built  for  sale  on  another  site  other  than  at  Ashen- 
ground  and  Rumbolds  Wood  where  the  supply  of  building  ground  is  now 
exhausted. 

Applications  for  houses  for  sale  continue  to  increase  in  number  and  the 
Council  hopes  that  its  efforts  in  obtaining  further  land  in  a central  part  of 
Haywards  Heath  may  result  in  the  continuation  of  such  building  to  meet  this 
demand.  The  number  of  applications  outstanding  at  the  31st  December,  1965, 
was  ninety-four. 

W.R.V.S.  MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICED 

HAYWARDS  HEATH  AREA 

During  the  period  January  to  December,  1965,  a total  of  2,617  meals  was 
provided,  being  an  increase  of  25  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year.  Great  credit 
is  due  to  the  local  W.R.V.S.  for  the  administration  and  day-to-day  running  of 
this  valuable  service.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Almost  all  reports  on  the  “ Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  ” commence 
with  a list  of  premises  and  the  number  of  visits  made  to  them  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors. 

It  should  not  be  thought  that  this  list  and  these  figures  can  be  used  as  a 
yardstick  to  measure  the  amount  of  work  done,  the  efficiency  of  the  Inspectors 
or  the  standard  achieved.  Rather,  the  list  indicates  the  types  of  premises 
that  are  visited  in  connection  with  environmental  hygiene  and  the  figures 
probably  show  the  ‘ priorities  ’ during  the  year — the  latter  may  be  either  by 
choice  or  by  force  of  circumstances,  e.g.,  epidemics.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANT  SURVEY 

Towards  the  end  of  1962  a survey  of  two  areas  comprising  437  dwellings 
was  made  and  it  was  found  that  242  had  all  five  Standard  Amenities  and  195 
lacked  some  or  all  of  them.  The  number  of  houses  still  to  be  brought  up  to 
the  standard  is  134  (102  lack  all  five  amenities  and  32  lack  some  of  them). 
These  1 34  houses  comprise  49  owner  occupiers  (29  by  old  people),  82  tenanted 
houses  (41  by  old  people)  and  3 vacant  houses. 
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During  1965  a further  area  comprising  148  houses  was  surveyed  and  it 
was  found  that  124  had  all  five  Standard  Amenities  (20  had  them  provided  with 
grant  aid).  Of  the  remainder  five  lacked  hot  water  supplies  and  wash-hand 
basins  and  19  lacked  all  five  Standard  Amenities;  14  were  owner  occupiers 
and  10  were  tenanted.  At  June,  1966,  one  of  the  tenanted  houses  and  one 
occupied  by  the  owner  had  been  modernized. 

Applications  for  grants  in  respect  of  the  improvement  of  several  houses 
in  the  above  three  areas  are  expected  and  no  improvement  area  has  been 
declared.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Of  the  36  complaints  relating  to  food,  1 8 were  of  the  presence  of  foreign 
bodies  and  7 regarding  moulds. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  two  cases— one  of  a foreign  body  and  one 
of  moulds  with  the  following  results: — 

FINES  (1)  For  selling  a lemon  meringue  pie  containing  a sliver  of 

metal — £15.  Costs  £4  4s.  Od. 

(2)  For  selling  two  apple  turnovers  which  were  mouldy — £20. 

Costs  £7  7s.  Od. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  prosecuted  similar  offences  on 
several  occasions  over  the  past  two  or  three  years,  complaints  are  still  on  the 
increase.

Condemned  foods  are  disposed  of  by  burying  in  the  refuse  tip  and  during 
the  year  there  were  20  condemnations  of  food  involving: —

The  frozen  food  condemned  was  due  to  the  failure  of  a deep  freeze  cabinet 
in  a shop. 


MILK  SAMPLING 

During  the  year  36  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  test  and  all  were 
free  from  tubercle  bacilli,  but  organisms  of  the  Brucella  type  were  isolated 
from  6 samples.  These  samples  were  obtained  from  two  vending  machines 
supplied  with  raw  milk  in  cartons  from  outside  the  district.  Consultation  with 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  for  the  district  in  which  the  place  of  production 
is  situated  resulted  in  milk  for  these  machines  being  supplied  from  a farm  not 
involved  with  the  positive  samples. 

ICE-CREAM 

There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  this 
district.  Fifty-three  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  wrapped  ice-cream. 

ICE-CREAM  SAMPLING 

Eighty-seven  samples  of  ice-cream  were  tested  during  the  year,  seventy- 
five  were  grade  I and  twelve  were  grade  II. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  samples  of  ice-cream  have  been 
taken  since  1949,  of  which  928  were  grade  I,  351  grade  II,  51  grade  III  and  6 
grade  IV.

At  two  sites  in  Haywards  Heath  we  continued  to  make  daily  recordings 
of  the  levels  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  as  part  of  the 
national  survey  being  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

Of  the  four  pig  keepers  in  this  area,  three  use  swill — one  collects  from  the 
public  and  two  use  the  products  of  their  own  institutions  only.  All  were  in- 
spected during  the  year  and  were  found  to  boil  such  food.  One  person  is 
licensed  to  operate  plant  and  equipment  for  boiling  waste  food.

DISINFESTATIONS 

The  public  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Department  in  dealing  with 
infestations  of  all  kinds  and,  where  possible,  this  is  given.  Wasps  are  dealt 
with  either  by  liquid  insecticide  or  Cymag,  and  when  practicable,  the  nests 
are  removed.  The  operator  is  allowed  to  use  his  discretion  as  to  whether 
or  not  he  can  safely  deal  with  wasps’  nests  and  if  there  is  obvious  risk  he  may 
decline  to  do  so.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  this  work.

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  properties  found  to  be  infested 
by  rats  this  year,  whilst  the  number  with  mice  infestations  increased  slightly. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  increased  work  carried  out  on  routine  survey,  and 
treatment  before  infestations  become  serious.  During  the  year  138  dead  rats 
were  found. 

RATS  AND  MICE— SEWERS 

The  annual  test  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers  was  carried 
out  in  June.  Thirty-two  manholes  were  test  baited  and  seven  were  suspected 
of  infestation.  Further  treatment  confirmed  that  five  manholes  were  being 
visited  by  rats  and  treatment  was  continued  until  the  infestations  were  eradicated. 
An  above  ground  infestation  was  traced  from  an  infested  sewer  and  dealt  with. 
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PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  shops  are  registered  under  the  above  Act  for  the  sale  of  pet  animals 
and  during  the  year  four  visits  were  made  to  them. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

By  the  end  of  1965  some  100  offices,  shops,  etc.,  had  been  inspected  out  of 
a total  of  287  registered.  The  number  of  visits  of  all  kinds  to  registered  prem- 
ises was  292.
